Secretary of State Dulles has told the 
House Foreign Affairs Committee that 
the Russians have a big start on the 
United States in exploration of outer 
space. He said it was possible they would 
beat us to the moon. 

Mr. Dulles alsé tofd the committee 
that while this country is closing the gap, 
it cannot be done immediately. “How 
much we want to spend in an effort to be 
second, I don’t know,” he is quoted as 
having said. 

Once again we are reminded by a top 
government official that we are behind 
in what can be described only as a sitrug- 
gle for our very survival. And this bland 
admission about how much we want to 
spend in an effort to be second is shocking 
indeed.

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Two Judges Hammer 
Blows at Complacency 


Judges J. C. Tanksley of Fulton Su- 
perior Court and Samuel J. Boykin of 
the Coweta Circuit recently delivered 
addresses that should provide some jar- 
ring jolts to the complacent. 

In a speech to the Atlanta Lions Club, 
Judge Tanksley enumerated privileges 
too often taken for granted. 


At the top of his list he placed the 
public’s right to know all about its gov- 
ernment. This means, he explained, that 
all governmental records should be pub- 
lic records. His statement that secrecy in 
government is sometimes used to protect 
wrongdoing, to shield incompetency and 
to favor special interests is all too true. 

In fact, why else would any public 
official seek to deprive his constituents of 
the right to know when the question of 
national security is not involved? Se- 
crecy always is a sure sign of the deteri- 
oration of government. Its dangerous 
tentacles have been fglt in Washington 
and in Georgia. The tentacles will grow 
if the public permits them to do so. They 
feed upon apathy. 

Among the other privileges Judge 
Tanksley cited were the right to trial by 
jury, the right to choose and the separa- 
tion of church and state. 

And, as he said, there is nothing so 
vital to the protection of all our liberties 
and freedoms as having a press that is 
financially sound, energetic and coura- 
geous; a press that is dedicated to ferreting 
out the news and presenting it fairly 
and fearlessly. 

“With suppression of the news comes 
the end of freedom,” Judge Tanksley 
said. History proves him to be absolutely 
correct, 

Privileges he listed must be safe- 
guarded constantly. When indifference 
rules, freedom dies. 

In the latter connection, Judge Boy- 
kin told the Greenville Kiwanis Club that 
there is no such thing as justifiable indif- 
ference. 

As Judge Boykin put ft, “As citi- 
zens... we and not, ‘they,’ are responsible 
for getting things done. We are ‘they’ in 
any community.” 

Apathy, indifference, complacency— 
whatever name it goes by—is a major 
threat to honesty and decency in govern- 
ment and to freedom. 

Ask yourself the same question that 
Judge Tanksley raised in- his address. 
“What are you doing to help preserve our 
liberty?” Too many would have to an- 
swer, “Very little.”

Fund Fees 


The State Supreme Court has 
dealt the Georgia Ordinaries’ Re- 
tirement Fund a body blow by 
ruling unconstitutional a $1 fee on 
marriage licenses to help finance 
the fund. 


tice Bond Almand, the court held 
there was no constitutional au- 
thority for an act of the Legisla- 
ture providing for the $1 fee to 
be paid into the retirement fund. 

Atty. Gen. Cook, a member of 
the fund's board of commission- 
ers, said of the decision, “It looks 
like that ends it.” The fund cre- 
ated in 1953, is financed by the $1 
fee and by a 5 per cent levy on 
the salary of ordinaries partici- 


pating in the fund. 
91 MEMBERS 


The fund received $47,554 from 
the $1 fee on marriage licenses 
and $19,500 from _ contributions 
from members during the 1956-57 
fiscal year. The fund had 91 mem- 
bers and 11 retired recipients on 
Dec. 31, 1956. 

The commissioners of the fund 
filed suit in Catoosa Superior 
Court seeking to collect $2,760 
from that county's ordinary, Har- 
old Yates, from marriage licenses 
he issued in 1957. The lower court 
dismissed the commissioners’ ac- 
tion and the case was appealed 
to the high court. 

Almand held that the clear in- 
tent of the Legislature was that 
the $1 fee for the ordinaries’ fund 


should be in addition to the reg- 
ular marriage license fee. 


IS RULED A TAX 


“Such being the case, the col- 
lection of this extra $1 was not 
for the purpose of compensating 
the ordinary for a service ren- 
dered, but was for the purpose of 
raising revenue from expenses of 
operating the retirement board 
and paying benefits to retired or- 
dinaries, and is therefore a tax 
and not a fee,”’ Almand wrote. 

“There ig no constitutional au- 
thority for the General Assembly 
to levy a tax for the payment of 
monetary benefits to retired ordi- 
naries,”’ the decision said. 


BACKS EXCLUSIONS 


In another decision, the high 
court reversed a Fulton Superior 
Court ruling and upheld the Peace 
Officers Annuity 
Fund in dropping from member- 
ship five members who are motor 
carrier inspectors for the Public 
Service Commission. 

The five had been dropped from 
the pension system in 1957 on 
grounds they were not “peace 
officers” within the meaning of 
the statute setting up the pension 
system. 

The court, in a decision also 
written by Almand, declared that 
the Legislature had sought to ex- 
clude from the Peace Officers 
fund ‘“‘such public employes or 
officers who, incidental to the 
primary duties of their employ- 
‘ment, occasionally perform some 
of the services of police officers.”

It is possible, officials said to- 
day, that bad weather over much 
of the nation played a part in the 
February decline. However, there 
has also been a decrease in con- 
sumer incomes since the reces-

Besides, there are indications 
that people may be saving more 
and spending less. For example, 
the treasury reported last week 
that in February, for the first 
time since mid-1956, sales of 
savings bonds exceeded redemp- 
tions.

The rain drummed on the tin roof, the wood was wet and the 
fireplace sent out clouds of choking, eye-stinging smoke.

If you want to get the real taste of coffee, you must not politely 
sip it, but rather slurp it back over the taste buds at the back of 
your tongue. 

Then you spit it out—that’s right, spit it out! 

? At least that’s what the coffee tasters do who taste cup after 
cup, making sure the blend of coffee is just right and never varies 
from pound to pound. 

There are coffee tasters here in Atlanta, but the big colony of 
them is in New Orleans, port of entry for most of the green coffee 


beans from the plantations in South and Central America and 
Mexico. 


One coffee taster here is M. M. O’Sullivan, who does coffee 
tasting on the side as part of his job of supervising production for a 
coffee roaster. He just checks up on the coffee tasters in New Or- 
leans who decide the percentage of each type of coffee needed to 
make a blend taste just right. 


The tasting is a continuous process. You see, the coffee bean is 
like any other plant in that it varies from season to season in 
size, amount of acid, and, of course taste. So to make the trade- 
named coffee always taste the same, the actual blending has to 
change with the changes in the coffee bean. 

Talking coffee with J. B. Anderson, president of the coffee 


roasting company here, many other interesting facts about Amer- 
ica’s favorite beverage came to light. 

For instance, we here in the South like a darker roast (stronger) 
coffee than do people in the region around New York and Bostcn. 
In turn, the east coast folks like their coffee d little darker than the 
folks in the Midwest, where coffee usually has a light roast. 


Nationally advertised brands of coffee are the same, however, 
wherever you happen to buy them. 


Mr. Anderson says it might well be the influence of the New 
Orleans coffee which makes us like a dark roast. The Louisiana 
brew is as black as tar and strong as Samson. 


Next time you drink a cup of coffee (as you might be doing 
now ‘at the breakfast table) think of all the places involved. Where 
coffee comes from sounds like an exotic tropical tour catalogue. 


There is Santos from Brazil, Medellin from Columbia, Salvadore 
from San Salvadore, Mocha from Africa, and other varieties from 
as far away as Abyssinia. Mexico furnishes a good bit of the bean. 


Coffee is peculiar. It requires the kind of climate and soil found 
on the sides of mountains which are located in a belt all the way 
around the world near the equator. 


The nickname for coffee—java—comes from the island of Java, 
where coffee is raised, although not much gets to the American 
market. 


The bean is picked after it gets ripe. It has a red coat which 
is shucked off by the natives who gather and prepare the bean for 
shipping. Coffee is called green until it is roasted, although the raw 
bean runs through several shades of color from green to tan. 

The mixing of the blend is made before roasting and is as 
carefully controlled as a prescription. Then the beans are roasted in 
big ovens and ground to fit your type of coffee maker.

This would 
seem to allow him only one trick 
each in clubs and diamonds, and 


at most one in hearts, if East held 


the king of that suit. Unless the 
king of trumps could be developed 
into a winner the case was hope- 
less. 


There was only one chance and 
that was that East had the queen 
of diamonds.
